LONDON, June 28.—For some time 
the idea has been advanced privately 
in influential quarters in London 
that England might make a gesture 
of definitely abandoning her naval 
bases in the Caribbean Sea and 
permanently demilitarizing her West 
Indian Islands as evidence of her 
good faith in declaring that her 
naval policy was not directed toward 
a possible war .with the United 
States.” It is. being recognized that 
the British bases in the West Indies 
are potential threats to the Panama 
Canal anda source of irritation in 
the United States. 

Advocates of this mov gay 
would prove at once Britain’s: sii-|: 
cerity in declaring she is “not ‘con- 
sidering the possibility of war with 
the United States and at the same 
time give the United States concrete 
evidende of her good-will. 

It might be.contended by experts 
that the British bases. in the West 
Indies do not now aniount to much, 
but to that it would be replied that 
the very fact shows Englarid is not 
nursing any hostile inténfions to- 
ward the United States and that the 
definite abandoning of these naval 
bases would prove that: Britain 
recognizes United States supremacy 
in a quarter to which America must 
attach great importance. 

Such a move was suggested to 
Stanley Baldwin by his advisers 
several months ago, .and it is. said 
the former Prime Minister was giv- 
ing careful consideration to the idea. 
It is now being brought before Pre- 
mier MacDonald. But it might be 
said that because of his slight hold 
on the House of Commons the 
Labor Premier might well hesitate 
to broach such a subject while he 
is engaged in naval pourpariers, at 
least until British ~public~ opinion 
had developed an attitude on what 
the Tory element might regard as a 
retrocession by Britain.

Effects of Summer Melting. 


Adjacent to the mountains, and 
especially those which’ have’ 'the!

TARIFF REACTIONS IN 
ENGLAND. 


The suggestion of The London Eve- 
ning Standard that England must 
turn toward a closer economic, union 
within the empire’ in order to pro- 
tect herself on the one hand from 
the United States and on the other 
from.a. Europe bound together by 
preferential tariffs revives a discus- 
sion which has periodically occupied 
much space in the English press. 
That Europe will band together 
against England as Well as against 
the United States seems so’ unlikely 
as to carry little weight. Yet the 
discussion remains of special intér- 
est for the outside world as well as 
for the British. Nor does the prac- 
tical impossibility of dividing the 
economic world thus. artificially. into 
three supposedly antagonistic groups 
blind one to the possible consequences 
to the world should the British effec- 
tively lower the trade barriers that 
Separate various parts of the empire. 

The Dominions and India’ have 
their- own customs. tariffs, and 
whereas the former grant substan- 
tial preferences to goods coming 
from Great Britain, India makes: no 
discrimination in England’s. favor. 
For a number of years there have 
been two opposite’ tendencies—one, 
manifested in the Dominions, to’ in- 
crease protection, against” English 
as well as foreign imports; and the 
other, centred in England, to estab- 
lish free trade within the empire, 
but to impose tariffs on foreign 
goods which compete with imperiai 
products.

BYRD’S ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

In Antarctica today Commander 
RICHARD ByrRD and BERNT BALCHEN 
are talking about their flight to 
Paris in the tri-motor plane Amer- 
ica; which was begun two years ago 
on June 29, 1927, at Roosevelt Field. 
It ended in shoal water on July 1 
at Ver-sur-Mer, near Trouville, after 
a black night in the air that seemed 
to portend disaster. Their compan- 
ions, Flight Engineer Grorce W. 
NOVILLE and Pilot Acosta, must also 
be, thinking: today of the adventure 
from*which they escaped with their 
lives.. In the long Antarctic night, 
which’ lasts four months, remem- 
brance of the flight must have a 
peculiar effect..on. the .Commander 
and on \BALCHEN, for it was in a 
sinister darkness; both day~ and 
night, that the America was driven 
across the Atlantic in the worst 
weather ever encountered by avia- 
tors, with a glimpse of France at 
last, only to run immediately into a 
night that. was depressingly dark 


and,..baffling,. Then the problem of: 


coming, down somewhere without 
crashing had to be faced, Antare- 
tica can hol ‘no greater peril for 
Commander Byrp and the faithful 
BALCHEN. 

The elements were all against the 
adventurers, but ' methodical scien- 
tific preparations had been made for 
the ordeal; and in fair weather the 
crossing would have been an agree- 
able experience and a demonstration 
of efficiency. As it was, ByrD and 
his companions owed their safety at 
the last to the precautions that had 
been-taken. “We wanted to be sci- 
entific,” said Byrp in his account of 
the flight; “to point the way for the

From the junction 
of the Green and the Grand Rivers 
in Utah to the emergence of the 
Colorado from the canyon that bears 
its name above Needles, in Arizona, 
this river has been one of the 
most formidable natural barriers in 
the Western Hemisphere. For the 
greater part of its distance it runs 
through canyons so deep and pre- 
cipitous that their walls can be 
climbed only with difficulty. The 
current is so swift that it is almost 
impossible to ford the river or to 
cross it by ferry... The - Indians 
showed the Spaniards a ford, still 
known (as the Cfossing of ‘the 
Fathers, not far from Navajo Moun- 
tain in Utah, but the route is so 
inaccessible that it has never served 
the white man. “At the bottom:of 
the Grand Canyon, near the end of 
the Bright Angel Trail, there was 
for years a small cable car, and is 
now a small bridge. 

Persons who wished to go north 
or south between Arizona and Utah 
by automobile had either to go by 
way of California or. New Mexico, 
or else to risk the little old-fashioned 
ferry which ran intermittently at a 
remote crossing known as Lee’s 
Ferry—about 150 miles from Flag- 
staff on the Santa Fé Railway in 
the south, and more than 100 miles 
to the nearest town in the north, 
which in turn is eighty miles from 
the railroad. As this section of the 
Southwest is extremely arid—trav- 
elers cross the Painted Desert in 
going from Flagstaff to Lee’s Ferry 
—and.is nearly all in the Indian 
country, it has remained peculiarly 
isolated. In fact, so remote was 
Lee’s Ferry before the days of the 
automobile that few people ever 
visited it. Its very isolation was 
the reason why the notorious JOHN 
D. Lee picked it as his refuge when 
he fled from the Federal authorities 
who sought him in connection with 
the Mountain Meadow Massacre. 

Now the automobile is transform- 
ing the “ great open spaces.” Tour- 
ists are beginning to seek the re- 
moter regions of the country—pro- 
vided they can reach them by good 
roads and find comfortable accom- 
modations. Lee’s Ferry, however, 
was too primitive to suit most of 
them. So a demand was formulated 
“through the proper political chan- 
nels—that a bridge be thrown across 
the Colorado near Lee’s Ferry. The

The following report on mechanics 
Mens was unanimously adopted: 

‘‘Mechaniés ‘lien Jaws. obtain in 
this country only by. virtue of stat- 
utory law. Originally the ~- only 
liens recognises in such laws, were 
for labor. Later, due principally to 
the fact that there. was: no contrac- 
tual relation existing between the 
person furnishing materials and the 
owner of the property, being erected 
or improved, the provisions of. such 
laws were extended. generally to 
cover materials. Such laws. have 
become so broad, comprehensive and 
complicated as to be burdensome 
and to work hardship upon property 
owners. 

“Tt commonly is provided in these 
laws that if the owner doés not com- 
ply with certain prescribed procedure, 
or if he makes payments to the con- 
tractor after 2 of liens, he may

bench. He replied that the position 
‘was honorary and that many prece- 
dents existed for it. 

Besides Judge Mancuso two Tam- 
Many district leaders were ques- 
tioned about their connections with 
the bank and with the late Frances- 
co M, Ferrari, its president, and Ed- 
ward F. Glynn, nephew of former 
Governor Smith, was called to reply 
to the testimony of Ferrari’s widow 
that he had hounded her‘ husband for 
money. 


Drop Two Charges Against Di Paola. 

Anthony Di Paola, cashier and 
treasurer of the bank, was arraigned 
at 300 Mulberry Street before Justice 
James. C, Cropsey sitting as a com- 
mitting magistrate on.three misde- 
meanor and two felony charges. 
Two of the misdemeanor’ charges 
were dismissed on motion of his at- 
torney, Bernard Fliashnick, and he 
‘was.held for Special Sessions on the 
third. All set forth that he had vio- 
lated the banking law by. lending 
money to Fortune Gallo for purchase 
of the bank’s own stock. Justice 
Cropsey held that the bank had ad 
vanced the money, but that it did not 
constitute a loan in the legal sense.

L..H. Pink, in Paper at Indus- 
trial Democracy Conference, 
Urges Greater City Powers.

Welfare Department Should Be in 
; Charge, He Says—Views Opposed 
by Norman Thomas.

FOREST PARK, Pa., June 23.—A 
housing program for New York State 
designed to provide dwellings at low 
rents .was outlined in a paper by 
Louis H. Pink, member of the State 
Housing Commission, read today at 
the annual conference of the League 
for Industrial Democracy which is 
being held at Camp Tamament here. 

“A Program for Municipal Govern- 
ment” is the subject of the four-day 
conference, whose last session will 
be held on Sunday. 

“It is rather strange that the-rich- 
est country should be the most back- 
ward in low cost housing,” Mr. Pink 
wrote. ‘‘At present there is no gen- 
‘eral plan, no adequate power to deal 


with the problem of modern housing 
for the poor,”’ 


Mr. Pink’s proposal set forth that 
the ag should be given more 
— buy or condemn an area 

t is unsanitary and a menace to 
health, and the land, after ‘being re- 
plotted, should be sold to limited 
dividend housing companies. 

Housing Departments Asked. 


It is absurd that any slum reclama- 
tion in New York City today’ must 
be by subterfuge, Mr. Pink said. 

Suggesting that housing depart- 


ments .should be established in the. 


various municipalities, Mr. Pink 
urged that in New York City the 
Department of Public Welfare take 
over the duties of such a body. 

The proposal contemplates closer 
cooperation between the cities and 
the State Housing Board and the 
establishment of a State bank to 
supply money at low rates of interest 
for buildi purpose. 

Norman omas, director of the 
league, who is presiding at the ses- 
sions, took issue with Mr. Pink’s 
proposal. ‘‘This is another example 
of how far people will go. without ac- 
tually saying the words ‘municipal 
housing,’’’ he said. ‘“‘The condemna 
tion power Mr. Pink asks would .be 
a slight extension of the power the 
city now has or could assume under 
ju present State law, but as long as 

s are partial to private owners 

power cannot help in the solu- 
ne of the problem. Witness the 
Walker record in the matter. 

“The solution will not come until 
it is recognized that land values are 
pute’ created and should be taxed 
accordingly. It is abundantly clear 
from recent experience that limited 
dividend companies do not attract 
enough capital, and if they do the 
price of the houses ‘is too high for 
people who need apartments at rea- 
sonable rents. 


Calls for Garden Cities. 


‘Another requirement is the crea- 
tion of a housing board, with mem- 
bers chosen from a panel of building 
experts of every kind. We must not 
only clear slums but also build gar- 
den cities in Queens and elsewhere.”’

SEVEN QUESTIONED 
IN HOSPITAL DEATH 


Randalls Island Employes In- 
terrogated on Charge Boy 
Was Fatally Beaten. 


BAIL. DENIED TO SUSPECT 


Charles Moscher Held for Hearing 
Monday on Allegations of Two 
Escaped Patients. 





Seven additional witnesses were 
examined in the District Attorney’s 
office yesterday in the investigation 
into the death of 7-year-old Solomon 
Swick of 1,531 Brook Avenue, the 
Bronx, in the children’s hospital on 
Randall’s Island on June 21. Charles 
Moscher, 44, a night attendant in 
the hospital, was arrested last Thurs- 
day night and held without bail ves- 
terday in the homicide court for a 
hearing on Monday on suspicion of 
having caused the death of the boy 
by beating him. . 

Moscher’s arrest followed state- 
ments made to Assistant District At- 
torney McGowan by Charles Algaze, 
15, of 2,569 East Eleventh Street 
and Eli Hershkowitz, 18, of 2,768 
East Twelfth Street, both of Brook- 
lyn, said by the prosecutor to be 
mental defectives. They accused 
Moscher of beating the boy and plac 
ing him in a strait-jacket when 
young Swick, on his first night in 
the hospital, had insisted on getting 
out of bed and demanded that he 
be permitted to go home. 

On the evening of the boy’s death 
Moscher’s accusers escaped from the 
hospital, swam the East River and, 
after obtaining dry clothing from a 
strange boy in Harlem, went to ‘the 
Swick home in the Bronx and told 
the mother of the alleged attack on 
her son which preceded his death. 
A medical examiner’s report subse- 
quently revealed that the boy had 
died of a ruptured spleen and a 
hemorrhage of the abdominal cavity 
and there were several bruises on 
the face.

Rabbi Pollak Declares That the 
Task of Reform Judaism Is 
American Integration. 





SECTARIAN LAWS FOUGHT 


Speakers ‘at Detroit Conference Tell 
of Local Contests—Good-Will 
Movement Assailed.

DETROIT, June -28.-Rabbi Jacob 
B. Pollak, assistant director of 
synagogue and school extension of 
the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations in. New ‘York City, de 
clared today that the task of re- 
formed Judaism is to integrate the 
Jew into American life so that he 
will not lose his identity. 

Rabbi Pollak spoke at the annual 
meeting of American rabbis, and 
his address dealt with forty years 
of reform Jewish education, its 
achievements and its faults. 

Another speaker was Rabbi Solo- 
mon Fineberg of Mt. Vernon, N. Y., 
who read a paper giving a “critical 
evolution of the reform religious 
school.’’” 

The session was attended by mc-e 
than 350 reform rabbis, and was 
presided over by Dr. Louis L. Mann, 
Rabbi of Temple Sinai, of Chicago. 

Rabbi Pollak traced the growth 
and development of reform Jewish 
education in the United States and 
pointed out that it was the product 
of the German Jewish immigrants 
who came to this country between 
1840 and 1888, and their American 
environment, These immigrants, he 
said, had been affected by the cul- 
tural. reformation which had been 


inaugurated by Moses Mendelsohn. 
Enjoving equal rights and opportuni- 
ties for “development with other citi- 
zens, ———— afforded an oppor- 
tunity to build a religious school sys- 
tem adequate for American Jewish 


life. 

‘In the early reform Jewish 
schools,” Rabbi Pollak said, ‘‘secular 
as well as Jewish subjects were 
taught, but as the Ame public 
school system became free and non- 
sectarian the Jewish schools estab- 
lished reform coggregations be- 
came religious schools.’ 

School Growth in 40 Years. 


Rabbi Pollak stated that the num- 
ber of children attending, reform 
Jewish schools had grown from 9,590 
in 1889 to 48,645 this year. He de- 
clared that reform Jewry was not 
spending enough on the religious 
education of its children. Whereas 
all other groups were spending 

,272,623 on the Jewish education of 
their children, he said, reform Jews 
wera spending only $507,310, or 5.8 
per cent of this amount. 

He pointed out that while the aver- 
age cost of Jewish education per 
chila in non-reform schools was $30 
per year, reform Jews were spend- 
ing only $5 per child in their Sun- 
day schools. 

Rabbi Fincberg deplored the fact) 
that reform religious. schools have | 
been made to appear as a place) 
‘where one learns fairy tales.’’ Gul- 
libility in children should not be en- 
couraged, he emphasized, and steps 
should be taken, he said, to rewrite 
textbooks that would present biblical 
material not held to be myth and 
legend “in such a way that their 
values would remain unimpaired.”

Amount of New ‘Bonds Listed 
for Award Next Week Drops 
Because of Holiday. 





NUMBER OF ISSUES LARGER 


Market Maintains Level of Prices, 
With Short-Term Securities 
in’ Greater’ Demand. 


Owing to the holiday on next Thurs- 
day, July 4, new municipal borrow- 
ing next ‘week will total only $14,- 
675,214, one of the smallest ‘weekly 
aggregates for the year to date. This 
compares with:this week’s revised 
total of $29,764,840 and with the 
weekly average forthe year to date 
of $34,814,203. A. year ago issues 
scheduled for award amounted to 
$17,689,461. 

Only three isstes to be awarded 
next week exceed $1,000,000... These 
are $3,431,400 ‘Cuyahoga County 
(Ohio) special assessment road bonds 
to be sold on Saturday, $1,497,000 
Plainfield (N. J.) improvement 
bonds, on Monday, and $1,200,000 
Owensburg (Ky:) bonds, on Friday. 
The Plainfield issue was scheduled 
originally for sale on June 17. 

Aside from the issue of $9,350,000 
City of Philadelphia —— to be sold 
on July 22, and $3, 000 City of 
Syracuse (N. Y.) general improve- 
ment bonds to be awarded on July 
9, compartively few issues of any im- 
portance were announced this week 
for sale on later dates. This was due 
to the seasonal let-down in new mu- 
nicipal f. cing and to the general 
yeney, of municipal authorities not 
endanger present municipal prices 


by doing any extensive financing at 
this time. 


More Communities to Borrow. 


Next week’s financing will repre- 
sent the financial requirements of 
ninety-three municipalities as against 
borrowings by eighty-seven commu- 
nities last week. At. the moment no 
very large financing is impending, 
so that bond dealers will have an 
opportunity to work on various 
Blocks of bonds brought out in re- 
cent weeks which have not yet been 
all distributed. 

Price levels in the municipal bond 
market. remained virtually  un- 
changed this week, as prices paid for 
new issues were in line with quota- 
tions already appearing on similar is- 
sues on dealers’ lists. Dealers re- 

ort a better demand for short-term 

ssues than has been experienced 
during the last few weeks. The is- 
sue of Cook County (Ill.) 6 per cent 
tax anticipation notes in the amount 
of $2,650,000 was reported all sold 
this week within a few hours after 
the notes were offered. 

The municipal market has not been 
particularly active this week and a 
large number of the smaller issues 
remain; unsold. However, dealers’ 
lists do noi appear to be heavily load- 
ed, so that anything like a respite 
in ‘new offerings should enable the 
dealers to w rk off a considerable 
part of the bonds which now remain 
on their shelves.. Insurance company 
and intsitutional buying continues to 
be the mainstay of the market.
